AN ORDINANCE approving Sewer Agreement between 
BENEVOLENT AND PROTECTIVE ORDER OF ELKS NO. 155 
and CITY OF FORT WAYNE for construction of 
sanitary sewer in the area of Hill@gas Road. 


(BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
"INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. The Sewer Agreement approved October 7, 1968, 
| between the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, by and through its Mayor 
Vand Board of Public Works, and BENEVOLENT AND PROTECTIVE ORDER OF 
_ELKS NO. 155, as Developer, for the construction of Sanitary Sewer 
as follows: 


Commencing at an existing manhole located in Steele 
Boulevard, thence Westerly in and along Steele 
Boulevard a distance of 4004 1.f£. to a proposed man- 
hole; thence Westerly in and along a proposed easement 
a distance of 4964 1.£. to a proposed manhole; thence 
Southwesterly along a proposed easement a distance of 
400+ 1.£. to a proposed manhole; thence Westerly in 
and along a proposed easement along the South line of 
lot numbered 7 in High View Park Addition a distance 
of. 3502 1.f. to a proposed manhole; thence South- 
westerly in and along a proposed easement a distance of 
156+ 1.£. to a proposed manhole on the Northerly side 
of U.S.. 30 and 33; thence Southerly in and under State 
Highway #30 and 33 right of way a distance of 2451 1.f. 
to a proposed manhole; thence Southeasterly in and 
along a proposed easement a distance of 654 1.f. toa 
proposed manhole; thence Southerly in and along the 
East property line of lot numbered 14 in Stalf Court 
Addition, a distance of. 3662 l.f. to a proposed man- 
hole; thence Westerly in and along Stalf Court a 
distance of 879+ 1.£. to a manhole located in Hillegas 
Road; thence Northerly in and along Hillegas Road a 
distance of A00t 1.f., terminating at a proposed man- 
hole. 

Also, beginning at a proposed manhole on the above 
described sewer located in Hillegas Road; thence 
Westerly a distance of. 345+ 1.£., terminating at the 


Elk's Club House. 


Said sewer shall be 6, 8, 12, 15 and 18 inches 
in diameter, 


| a11 in accordance with plans, specification and profiles hereto- 
l| fore submitted to the City and now on file in the office of the 
| Chief Engineer of the Sewer Utilities of the City, and known as 
| Elk's Country Club Interceptor - Resolution No. 191, for a total 
| cost of $48,386.00 to be paid by Developer, all as more particu- 
larly set forth in said Sewer agecemewt which is on file in the 
| office of the Board of Public Works and is by reference incorpora- | 
| ted herein and made a part hereof, be and the same is hereby in 
|} all things ratified, confirmed and approved. 

SECTION 2. The Developer, for itself, its successors in 
title and assigns, waives and releases any and all rights which 
it may now or hereafter have to remonstrate against or otherwise 
| object to, interfere with or oppose any pending or future annexa- 
| tion by City of any territory now or hereafter owned by it, or 
| hereafter served by said sewer or any extengion thereof. 
Any owner or owners of land which is now, or hereafter, 
| located outside the corporate limits of City who connect into the 
sewer constructed hereunder shall be deemed to thereby waive his, 
inex, their of its right to remonstrate against or otherwise object 
|| to, interfere with or oppose any pending or future annexation by 
| City of such land or of the territory in which it is located or 


of the area served by said sewer. 


SECTION. 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 


effect from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
